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16 Killed As Ara b Guerrillas Seize Ho tel 


Crisis Looms 
If Ta lks Fa il 


T E L AVIV (U PI) — Pa lestinia n terrorists landing from 
rubber boats seized a hotel on Tel Aviv’s M editerranean 
waterfront and then blew up an entire floor of the building 
early today, killing a group of hostages. T hey said the daring 
raid was timed to coincide with the Middle Ea st visit of 
Secreta ry of S ta te Henry A. Kissinger. 


Israeli commandos stormed the building, the rundown 
Hotel Savoy in a seedy district of Tel Aviv, and killed six 
of the Arab guerrillas. Six hours later while searching the 
wreckage they found two more guerrillas who had survived 
the explosion and killed one of them and captured the other 
in another gunbattle. 


Israel announced tha t 16 persons were killed — seven 
guerrillas and nine Israeli soldiers, civilians and foreign 
tourists — and tha t 17 persons were wounded in this first 
major a tta ck on T el Aviv, Isra el’s largest city which sprawls 
along the shore of the M editerranean. It did not say whether 
there were any American victims.

T h e Ulster County P la n ­ 
ning Board Wednesday night 
unanimously rejected the a p ­ 
plication of K enneth Phillips 
Sr. to rezone 9 0 0 acres of his 
Lake Minnewaska resort to 
permit residential and com ­ 
mercial development. 
T h e Rochester Town Board 
had referred the request to 
county planners at their Feb. 
11 meeting but it was tabled 
for a 
month 
when several 
planners asked for more tim e 
to study it. T h e decision is 
not binding on the Rochester 
board but means that zoning 
change approval at the town 
level would have to be sup­ 
ported by four votes (majority 
plus one of the five-member 
townboard) instead of by a 
simple majority. 


Phillips, citing heavy taxes 
and the need to raise money 
to renovate the La ke M inne­ 
waska Hotel to keep it com ­ 
petitive, asked permission to 
rezone 828 acres to permit a* 
4 0 0 -u n it housing develop­ 
ment and another 72 acres 
along route 44-55 to permit 
highway business use. 
Herbert 
Hekler, 
planning 
board director, outlined his 
reasons 
for 
recommending 
disapproval of the request. 
Cited 
by 
Hekler 
were the 
shallow soil depth to bedrock, 
the limited capacity of Route 
44-55, a potential fire hazard 
because of a limited exit road, 
sewage 
disposal 
problems 
because of soil conditions and 
lack 
of suitable 
receiveing 
streams, 
potential 
adverse 
impact 
from 
storm 
water 
funoff, 
and 
erosion 
during 


and after construction. 
Hekler quoted a letter from 
Nash Castro, director of the

“ There can be no peace in the Middle East without the 
Palestinians. This should be clearly understood by Kissin- 
ger.” 
Kissinger, in London en route to the Middle Ea st, said he 


condemned "th e senseless act of violence’ 
and that it 
underlined the importance of his current peace mission. He 
arrives in Egypt Monday to try to work out an agreement 
between Israel and Egypt on another Israeli pullback in the 


Sina i desert. 
An Egyptian government spokesman also condemned the 
a tta ck and said it “ pinpoints the dangers” of current Middle 
Ea st tensions and the need to defuse it quickly and carry 
on with the peace processes.” 
Israeli Prime M inister Yitzhak Rahin visited a hospital in 
the late morning, talking with the wounded at their hospital 
beds. Then he called a special cabinet session to discuss the 
a tta ck and possibly to discuss retaliation against the Arab 
guerrillas. A sta tem ent issued after the meeting said: 
“ This murderous terrorist infiltration was synchronized 
for a political purpose - t o foil any chance of progress toward 
a political settlem ent through negotiations.” 
Earlier sta tem ents by A1 Fa ta h said the guerrillas de­ 
manded the release of 10 jailed persons including Greek 


Catholic Archbishop Hilarion Capucci, sentenced to prison 
in 
Israel for smuggling weapons to Palestinians. They 
demanded the United Nations fly them to an Arab airport 
after which the ambassadors of the Vatican and France 
would have negotiated the release of the hostages. 
Instead, they ran out of a mm unition and blew themselves 
up, the PLO said. It was the first guerrilla strike here since 
Dec. 11, 1974, when a lone guerrilla blew himself and two 
others up in a downtown movie theater. 
T h e raid began when the commandos ca m e ashore in two 
o u t boa a rd-powered gray rubber boats, «me of them hearing 
the name of PLO leader Yasser Arafat scrawled in Hebrew 
letters on 
the ba ck. They leaj>ed ashore and starting 
shooting with ma chine guns and shouting as they ran across 
the sandy beach 2(X) yards from the hotel. 
They seized their hostages and took over the four-story 
hotel a half mile south of the U .S. Emba ssy, which is also 
on the waterfront, and for four tense hours they tried to 
negotiate with the Israelis for release of the 10 prisoners. 
T h e initial Israeli assault on the hotel ca me at 5 :1 5 a .m ., 
about six hours after the guerrillas first beached their rubber 
boats. T h e assault aided by tanks and helicopters was over 
in 12 minutes and Israeli troops then began combing through 
the debris of the explosion-wracked building for possible 
survivors or bodies. 
They found the two guerrilla survivors, killed one and took 
the survivor away in an a m bula nce followed by an angry 
crowd of shouting spectators.

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LO N D O N (U PI) — Secreta ry of Sta te Henry Kissinger 
expects a troubled summer in the Middle East it his new 
peace mission fails to lead to an agreement between Egypt 
and Israel. 
Kissinger, who stopped in Brita in on his way to the Middle 
Ea st, 
hopes to work out a new Israeli-Egyptian troop 
separation pact during his 11th diplomatic trip to the region. 
A senior U .S. official said the secretary expects “ a summer 
of crisis” if Kissinger’s “ toughest and most com plica ted” 
visit fails to lead to an accord. 
T h e secretary of sta te flew to London W ednesday at the 
start of a tour aimed at getting Israel to give up occupied 
territory in the Sina i Desert in exchange for Egyptian 
political concessions. 
Kissinger flew to Wales today for a ceremony granting 
British Foreign Secreta ry .lames A. Callaghan the freedom 
of the city of Cardiff. 
American of ficials said he wanted to show his appreciation 
for Ca lla gha n’s cooperation since the Labor party took office 


a year ago. 
Before he left London Kissinger condemned the guerrilla 
a tta ck in Tel Aviv as a "senseless act of violence” and said 
it underlined the importance of his current peace mission. 
The secretary was scheduled to fly to Aswan, Egypt, 
Friday for talks with President Anwar Sa da t on the first leg 
of an Egyptian-Israeli diplomatic shuttle that could last for 
several weeks. 
In 
Aswan, 600 
miles south of Cairo, 
Kissinger was 
expected to seek concrete proposals from S a d a t on how a 
new disengagement agreement with Israel can be achieved. 
Egypt wants the Israelis to give up the strategic Gidi and 
M itla passes as well as the Abu Rudeis oil fields in the Sinai. 
Israel wants Egypt to issue a public declaration ending its 


sta te of belligerancy.

Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
has expressed 
opposition to an Israeli-F’.gypt ¡an accord that tails to take 
into account the region’s 2.5 million 
Kissinger worked out initial Israeli-Egyptian and Syr- 
ianlsraeli troop disengagement agreements during the first 
half of 1974, but his step-by-step diplomacy has slowed 
down since then. 
A senior American official said Kissinger would have a 
better idea of the prospects for his new peace mission by next 
week. U .S. officials initially put the odds of a new accord 
at about 50-50.

“ 1 don’t think th a t’s right. If there’s anything coming 
back, it should go to the poor people,” said New York City 
taxi driver Rocco Mangelli. “ They don’t have any money to 


begin with.” 
Mangelli and most others, rich and poor, responding in 
a random UPI survey, disagreed with Treasury Secretary 
W illiam Sim on, who said Wednesday, “ T o stim ulate the soft 
spots in our economy, the tax cuts must be focused more 
heavily above the $10,000 income level.” 
“ Sim on ought to spend an hour in my office,” said Henry 
Munoz of Sa n Antonio, T ex ., a labor leader. Munoz agreed 
with Sim on tha t poor people would not likely spend a cash 
windfall on cars or television sets. 
“ There are a hell of a lot of people who haven’t bought 
any clothes for their children. W e’ve got schools with little 
children wearing ragged clothes. You give them $200 and it 
would be like $2 million. It would go for shoes, little dresses 


—essentia ls.” 
Middle and upper income taxpayers, who would benefit 
more from President Ford’s rebate proposals tha n from a 
House bill, were split about even on the merits of the two 
plans. A few agreed with Steve La nha m of Atlanta, a well- 
to-do engineer, who said: 


“ I would like to have the $200 but I feel the lower income, 
elderly and sick need the refund more than I do.” 


Colonel Harland Sanders, 85, owner of the chain of fried 
chicken restaurants, said, " I ’m no Socialist, but 1 think 


those rebates should go to the poor. Som e people have too 


much money already.”

T RE N T O N , N .J. (U P I) — The latest Tocks Island Dam 
study says that recreationers will still he able to swim, fish 
and canoe in the 37-mile-long lake which environmentalists 
claim will be turned into a dead sea. 
Private consultants, 
hired after Congress ordered a 
oneyear review of the dam question, reported Tuesday Y here 
are ways to protect the lake against pollution that could 
threaten swimming, fishing and other recreation. 
The evaluation was contained in a draft of the first report 
submitted to the Delaware River Basin Commission here 
and the Army Corps of Engineers by the New York based 
consulting firms of U RS Madigan-Praeger, Inc., and Conklin 
& Rossant. The consultants said they will submit more 
reports in April and May. 
The Army has until Aug. 28 to review the study and 
submit a final report to the Congress. 
The consultants said they found no technical reasons why 
the Tocks Island project, straddling the tri-state border area 
of New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, cannot achieve 
its four main purposes of improving water supply, flood 
control, hydroelectric power and recreation. 
The study reported that although some opponents of the 
dam claim flood control can be accomplished better through 
smaller dams on tributaries, the cost of several dams and 
acquisition of land "becomes prohibitive." 


The analysts criticized the Army for the way it went about 
condemning homes and buying up land in the locks-lsland 
area of northwestern New Jersey and northeastern Pennsyl­ 


vania. 
"Overall, the alleged abuses suffered by property owners 
seem to have been unnecessary, and have served to harden 
the attitudes of many local residents against the project," 
the study said. 
The report also agreed with local residents that the dam 
and its accompanying National Recreation Area, with 4 
million visitors a year, would threaten "the tranquil, 
pleasant, semirural environment where jieace and safety are 
cherished values.” 
"Accelerated population growth will result in increasd 
traffic, tract housing, large shopping areas, strip commercial 
development, as well as new demands tor medical services, 
schools and cultural puursuits," the consultants said. 
The report noted environmentalists' fears that sewage 
from the influx of visitors and the natural decay ol plant 
life at the bottom of the lake will cause eutrophication, or 
the chemical pollution of the lake. 
The consultants said there may be "some degree" ot 
eutrophication but the recreational value of the lake will not 
be “ seriously affected."

$250,000 requested to fund the office of Lt. 
Gov. Mary Anne Krupsak would be cut from 
the proposed 1975-76 state budget if the 
legislature follows the recommendation of a 
Senate budget subcommittee. 


Sen. James T. McFarland, a Buffalo Re­ 
publican, said Tuesday his committee "rec­ 
ommended that $250,000 squirreled away in 
the executive chamber budget for services 
and expenses in the office of lieutenant 
governor be summarily deleted." 


McFarland headed one of the special 
subcommittees set up by Senate Majority 
Leader Warren M. Anderson to examine 
sections of Democrat Gov. Hugh L. Carey’s 
$10.7 billion budget proposal. 


Deletion of the $250,(XX) item would leave 
the lieutenant governor's budget at $360,(XX) 
— 
the 
amount 
requested 
under 
the 
legislature’s budget to cover Miss Krupsak’s 
expenses as presiding officer of the Senate. 


Miss Krupsak originally requested $1.2 
million to fund field offices across the state 


“ to channel feedback from the public." But 
that proposal, like a lightning rod, drew 
criticism from G O P lawmakers that she was 
"attempting to build a political machine.” 


When Carey’s budget was finally unvieled, 
her request for added funds had been 
trimmed to $250,000. 


Astute observers pointed out that it was 
listed under the "miscellaneous" category, 
instead of the section for Carey’s executive 
chamber. If Carey had wanted the funds for 
an expanded lieutenant governor’s office, the 
observers said, he would have included them 
in his chamber budget. By tradition, the 
executive chamber’s budget 
is left 
un­ 
touched by the legislature as it goes about 
pruning the governor’s spending plan. 


Recently Miss Krupsak announced that 
she would have to drop Herb Starr, a former 
Albany television newsman, as a $25,(XX)-a- 
year communications director because she 
had found that, during the session, she 
lacked the time to develop her job as she had 
hoped.

Brotherly Love 


Europeans 
have 
traditionally 
looked 
upon 
Americans as childish and self-indulgent, so used 
to living off the fat of the land that adversity, in 
any form, cannot be coped with. This general­ 
ization has been disproved on many occasions, 
specifically when we had to enter World Wars in 
order to keep Western civilization from following 
the dodo bird to extinction. 
But since there generally is some germ of truth 
in even the most simplistic of theories, two 
incidents over this weekend are worth noting. 
First there was the bombing and destruction of 
a rubber plant in Shelton, Conn. The plant was 
ruined after burning for more than 24 hours, and 
8 00 workers were suddenly filling out unemploy­ 
ment forms. Authorities are uncertain whether 
nihilistic, vengeful ‘Weathermen’ are to blame, or 
if it was simply the act of some disgruntled 
employes. Either way, the unemployment lines 
are swelled because of someone’s real or imagined 
pique. 
Another example of living in a dream world 
instead of facing economic realities, in the act on 
the mailer’s union in New York City, in defiance 
of court orders, pulling a wildcat strike against 
the Daily News because their delivery’s routes 
were streamlined, thus curtailing excessive over­ 
time. It is present day fact of life that unneces­ 
sary overtime is something no company can 
tolerate under present conditions if it is to 
survive. Not satisfied with half a loaf the mailers 
chose to shut down the whole operation, resulting 
in enormous losses for the publication, and the 
furloughing of employes in other departments 
without pay. In this day and age, when every 
paycheck counts, such selfish behavior should not 
he allowed. 


25th Reexamined 


Sen. Birch Bavh of Indiana is in rather an odd 
situation these days. As chairman of the Senate’s 
constitutional amendments subcommittee, he is 
hearing a variety of attacks on the 25th Amend­ 
ment, of which he is the principal author. 
Most extreme among the calls for further reform 
is the contention of the historian Arthur M. 
Schlesinger that the vice presidency should be 
eliminated. He views the office as superfluous 
and dangerous, and advocates a special election 
whenever a president is removed, resigns or dies 
in office. 
The Ford administration is urging adoption of 
a less drastic proposal. A Justice Department 
spokesman proposes that the problem of filling 
the vacated vice presidency be met by a con­ 
gressional 60-day limit on choosing a new occu­ 
pant. 
We do not concur in this, feeling that an 
arbitrary time limitation would be too restrictive. 
We do believe that Congress should take steps to 
speed up its confirmation process — by holding 
joint hearings, for example, to avoid needless and 
time-consuming duplication of effort.

The Spirit of America Is Strong

W A SH IN G T O N — M ost Am ericans have never known a 
tim e when economic expectations weren’t bright. For two- 
thirds of the population, there has been a steady rise in 
living stan dards 
But now, the outlook has suddenly turned bleak. No longer 
can they count on a better life for less effort. 
Will the response he panic, a dem and by each distressed 
groyp that it lie subsidized9 Or will there be a recognition 
that belts /n u st he tightened, overdue accounts reconciled, 
dream s deferred, individual productivity increased and the 
price paid for the costly developm ent of new sources of 
energy? 
So lar, the em phasis has been on special pleading and hot 
air. At their recent W ashington conclave, big-city mayors 


invoked the specter of m ass rioting and mob violence unless 
they get $15 billion in im m ediate federal aid. 
Leaders of four national unions threaten to march on 
W ashington by hundreds of thousands of unemployed 
workers. Penn Central regularly issues doom sday announce­ 
m ents, warning of a total shutdown, unless it gets more 
money from the Treasury. 
A leading businessm an, Eli Black of United Brands, has 
revived the 19 29 syndrome by jum ping to his death from the 
44th floor of the Pam Am building. M arxist econom ists have 
com e out of the closet and on to the lecture circuit. 
C apsule news bulletins keep dinning each month that the 
num ber of unemployed is the highest since the Great 
Depression. And nightly television interviews at unemploy-

ment lines keep turning up angr> men who say they 11 
com m itt crim e before they’ll go without. 
Well, we don’t think this theater of the hysterical reflects 
either the condition of the country or the tem per ot most 
A m ericans. Our system is stronger and our people more 
resilient, we believe, than they are portrayed. 
Let’s begin by putting a few facts in perspective: 
—Six million unemployed out of 8 0 million workers is bad 
news. But during the Depression, we had 12 million jobless 


out of 35 million. 
. . 
—The prices of most goods have skyrocketed. Yet hetore 
we decide that our productive m echanism is slipping over 
a 
precipice, consider that a m ajor appliance can 
e 
purchased today from the wages of only hall the hours 


required 10 years ago. 
—T axes are distressingly high. Still, the percentage ot nur 
income going for taxes of all kinds is under 30 per cent, the 
second lowest among the 13 top industrial nations. 
—Sixty per cent of American fam ilies own their own 
homes. Social Security and m edicare paym ents provide 
protection not available during the Depression. Federal 
insurance assures that bank failures will be isolated and no 
depositior will be victim ized. Unemployment com pensation, 
food stam ps, federalized welfare and other program s provide 
a floor above D ickensian destitution. 
But the most reassuring facet of all, in our view, is the 
quality of the American people. In the past few months, we 
have received 7 50,(XX) letters in response to an invitation to 
readers to tell us how they felt about the country and to 
suggest a slogan for next year’s Bicentennial. 
From these letters we have gained a picture of a people 
in tim es of turmoil and disappointm ent. W hat shows 
through is a love of country undam pened by the betrayals 
of unworthy leaders, an idealism undim inished by the sight 
of so much high chicanery, a willingness to sacrifcie for the 
common good. 
Dozens of organizations also responded. We were con­ 
tacted by Edward J . Piszek, president of the Copernicus 
Society of America, who wanted to participate. I’he society 
is now putting up a $5,000 first prize for the best slogan and 
13 runner-up prizes ranging from $500 to $1,000. 
American Motors offered a station wagon to the winner, 
and Holiday Inns will put up the winning fam ily at its hotels 
anywhere in America for 30 days. 
The International Association of Fairs and Expostions will 
make the Bicentennial slogan search part of 2,8(X) fairs 
around the country. The American Song Festival will invite 
aspiring com posers to set the winning slogans to m usic. 
The Jaycees, American Legion, 
Urban League, Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, General Federation of W omen’s C lubs 
and the N ational Education Association are involved. Even 
Baseball Com m issioner Bowie Kuhn wants to promote the 
slogan search at baseball gam es. 
Slogans should be addressed to Slogans, U SA , Box 19 7 6, 
W ashington, D.C. 
The tem per of the tim es, then, is not for m ass m arches 
on the C apitol to bullyrag Congress for benefits, or for 
billion-dollar grabs by ailing power blocs. 
It is a tem per which recognizes that in the m onths ahead 
the President and Congress m ust calm ly deliberate and 
strike a bold but delicate balance between short-term action 
to halt the slide and long-term austerity to choke off 
perm anent inflation.

Nicholas Von Hoffman: 
Nightly Excursion Into TV Crime 


LO S A N G E L E S — There’s a sign in Jo Swerl- 
ing, J r .’s office on the U niversal lot here. It says: 
“ M oney annuls all hum an relationships — K . 
M arx.” But if you ask him if he’s a closet M arxist, 
he laughs and then denies it. 
No, Swerling explains, he put the sign up 
because “ some days it seem s like money is the only 
thing we talk about around here." It’s a key 
observation coming from the producer of “ Baret- 
ta ,” A B C ’s new shoot’em -up cop series which has 
been accused of com m itting an excessive am ount 
of violence. 
Back in W ashington some of the m em bers of 
Congress are re-cycling the sex-and-violence issue 
again, but when you get out where these show's are 
m ade, listen to the men who m ake them and note 
the money pressure they’re under, you wonder if 
anything short of violating the First Amendm ent 
can get that junk off the air, "V iolence is used to 
wake 
an 
audience 
u p ,’’ 
says 
Roy 
Huggins, 
Sw erling’s boss and president of Public Arts, Inc., 
the com pany which m akes “ B aretta” and sells it 
to A BC. “ Every tim e you have violence, the needle 
goes u p .’’ 
H uggins is alluding to the sam ple audience 
studies in which people are shown movies while 
they’re asked to twist dials to the "go o d ” or “ b ad ” 
position according to how they feel about what 
they are seeing. The dial twisting is translated in 
com posite to a needle on a meter which shoots up 
to the positive position when som ebody clobbers 
som ebody else on the screen. It m ay be a consola­ 
tion of sorts to learn from H uggins that the needle 
registers its highest degree of approbation when it 
is the hero who kicks the bejabbers out of the 
villain, and not the other way around. 
If we viewers reward violence with a large and 
happy 
audience, 
which 
in 
turn 
rewards the 
purveyors of violence with those Rolls Royces you 


see tootling around Vererly Hills, it’s hard to see 
what effective stan dards can be raised against the 
grisly gruelies. Even a m an like H uggins, who is 
anything but the gross, grasping brute of the 
Hollywood stereotype, obliquely concedes he m ust 
feed us a certain am ount of blood and sadism or 
go find him self another line of work, "T h e man 
who finds the way to get around the stan dards will 
beat you in the ratin gs,” he’ll tell you in a tone 
of voice that suggests it might be ju st as well for 
the boys in W ashington to bow to original sin. 
At the sam e tim e H uggins would like to believe 
that what he does with his two shows, “ B aretta” 
and "T h e Rockford F iles,” is influenced by som e­ 
thing other than the cash nexus. "A man like me 
who has two hours of prim e tim e a week—and 
there are only 21 of them — has great influence over 
the culture of the nation,” he says, but then he has 
trouble delineating what he has done with this 
apparent power. He speaks of using it, when he 
was putting on “ The Bold O nes,” “ to educate the 
public in the rights of juries to nullify the law ,” 
to criticize L as Vegas, N evada, and to editorialize 
in a hidden sort of wav in favor of abortion; but 
in reality that show presented a facsim ile of 
boldness, a parade of strong seem ing people doing 
tepid TV things. 
W'hen you hear H uggins discuss his work and the 
constraints he is put under by the networks, the 
television station owners and the ten thousand and 
one vocal special interest groups, it appears his 
great cultural power exists on condition he doesn’t 
use it. The best he can hope for is to resist doing 
positive evil. “ When I was doing “ M averick.’ ” he 
recalls, “ I was under great pressure to put on 
violence, but I didn’t do it.” 
Robert Blake, H uggins’ star on “ B aretta,” re­ 
gards the entire controversy as one generated by 
politicians who’d rather cadge cheap votes by 


fulm inating about program content than address 
them selves to more risky m atters of substance. 
"T h ere’s no statistic I’ve ever seen or read that 
indicates any kind of correlation between what 
people see and their eventual behavior,” he says, 
and, of course, he’s right. None such exists. “ W e’ve 
been slaughtering Indians like flies for a long 
tim e,” he adds. "W e did it before radio and 
television.” 


True. First we killed them and then we m ade the 
movies glorifying the act. Crim inal assau lts do not 
date from the sublim inal prurience of a movie like 
N B C ’s “ A C ase of R ape,” but we still m ay ask if 
that sort of entertainm ent doesn’t work to rein­ 
force such behavior. 


Blake calls the controversy “ a non-issue, a false 
issue,” and he is right insofar as we want to make 
it easy on ourselves by blam ing a few people for 
catering to our barbaric appetites. Don’t blam e the 
pim p fo r i he custom ers’ lusts. Nevertheless, it may 
he that the crim e-filled nights of the American 
living room do legitim ate murder, theft and 
mayhem , not only by repetition, but also by how 
these acts are dram atized. 
They are prettied up, m ade less horrible. Ju st 
a sm idgen of blood trickling from an axed corpse 
that w as so lacking in character when living he 
might as well be an assassin ated doll. And, if the 
perpetrators m ust alw ays get caught to show crime 
doesn’t pay, the TV crim inal is still sim ply an 
unsuccessful businessm an, whose remorse only 
runs to having left his fingerprints on the door 
knob. 
A lienated, without the pained m isgivings that

Raskolnikov, he teaches us that God doesn’t care 
about the blood the TV crook spills, and, if Kojak 
arrests him, in real life the cops aren’t that sm art.

NAPANOCH 
Superintendent Jerome W. Patterson, Deputy Super­ 
intendent for Security Joseph Perrin, and several corrections 
officers have been named in two separate suits charging 
them with harassing those who formed the new NAACP 
chapter at the Eastern State Correctional 
Facility at 
Napanoch. 
One of the suits, by the national headquarters of the 
NAACP, also names a localchapter of the Ku Klux Klan 
(K K K ) as a defendant in the suit, a class action on behalf 
of inmate Frank Ahney and "all those similarly situated.’ 
The other suit was brought by the NAACP I/egal Defense 
Fund. That suit names Patterson, Perrin, corrections of­ 


ficers Joseph Demsky, John Ryan, Charles Krom and Gary 
Tavormina, and Acting State Corrections Commissioner 
William Quick, and charges much the same as the first suit. 
Patterson is presently on vacation, and is not scheduled 
to return until March 10. Ironically, Patterson is reportedly 
a member of the NAACP, and has been since the mid 1960s. 
Perrin, 
who is acting superintendent 
in 
Patterson’s 
absence, said he had been served with the complaints late 
Tuesday afternoon, but had not studied them full. He 
declined to comment until he did. 
Both suits were filed Monday in Federal Court for the 
Southern New York District. 
George 
Hairston, 
assistant 
general 
counsel 
for 
the 
NAACP, said Wednesday the K K K chapter had been 
named as a defendant because "we feel it exists.” 


"W e have some evidence of tha t,” he said, and pointed 
to the dismissal of Earl Schoonmaker Jr. late last year as 
a teacher at the prison for activities related to his member­ 
ship in the K K K . Schoonmaker is the self-acknowledged 
grand dragon of the KK K in New York State. 
Hairston said the specific location of the K K K was not 
specified in the complaint, and was "going to pose sort of 
a legal problem.” 
Named as plaintiffs in the NAACP suit were Frank Abney, 
head of the prison’s NAACP chapter, which was chartered 
formally Ja n. 
12; the national NAACP; the Ellenville 
NAACP; and the NAACP branch in the prison. 
Mrs. Mary Cromer, president of the Ellenville NAACP, 
declined to comment on the suit Wednesday, pending a 
meeting of the chapter’s full board of directors. 


NAACP I^egal Defense Fund suit names as plaintiffs 
Abney and inmates Benjamin Murchison, Howard Good­ 
man and Le ona rd Wade. Goodman is the editor of the 
prison’s newspaper, The Wire, and Abney has been con­ 
nected with it. 
Lynn Walker, assistant counsel with the NAACP I^egal 
Defense Fund, said her suit charges that the four inmates 
had been subjected to harassment, punishment, and arbi- 
trarty searches and seizures of their property because of their 
race and association with the NAACP. 
Hairston said his class action suit charged violation of 
certain rights of the prisoners, such as freedom of speech and 
assembly. 
The defendants have 20 days from the serving of the 
complaints to answer them. 


City Dog Control Proble ms 
. . . Controve rsy Continuing

What started out as an alarming story of gunfire in a 
midtown residential area has for the time being ended up 
as just another footnote to Kingston’s continuing effort to 
control its growing dog population. 
This segment reached the public eye via Alderman Joseph 
McGrane (D-Second Ward) who took the floor of the 
Common Council Tuesday night to tell his colleagues about 
the shooting of a dog near Warren Street. 
McGrane said he got the story from one of his constituents 
on Warren Street who said she heard gunfire around 10 a.m. 
Tuesday and went to her window to investigate. Peering into 
her backyard she spotted a man, pistol in hand, advancing 
on a dog lying prone. The man shot the dog and took it away. 
“ Naturally, the woman was kind of terrified,” McGrane 
said. "The guy had two guns. You’re not going to go out and 
ask a man with two guns who he is.” (The man was City 
Dog Warden Louis Turck). 
McGrane suggested "some sort of indentification” for the 
city’s dog wardens (Turck has an assistant, Michael Cooper) 
"maybe a hat, maybe a uniform.” He did not comment on 
the firing of a pistol in a residential area. 
Alderman Clifford G. Sinsabaugh (D-lOth Ward), was 
hardly at a loss for words, however. "They should abolish 
this damn dog warden bit in the city,” fumed Sinsabaugh. 
" I t ’s pass the damned buck.” 
Sinsabaugh noted that the city had purchased a tran­ 
quilizer gun for the dog warden some time ago but that a 
number of aldermen objected to its use because it would be 
dangerous. "W h a t’s more dangerous now?” a sked, Sin­ 
sabaugh, referring to Tuesday’s shooting. 
Sinsabaugh also took exception to the city’s paying Turck 


and his assistant some $3,000 a year for the use of their 
trucks. "W e should buy our own truck," he said. "W e can t 
mark their truck. It’s private property. If we bought our own 
we’d have some equity at the end of the year instead of a 
bunch of vouchers. 
" I t ’s costing tens of thousands of dollars for this bit and 
we’re still no further ahead then when we started." con­ 
cluded Sinsabaugh, a frequent crit ic of the city’s dog control 
policies. 
Mayor Francis R. Koenig agreed with Sinsabaugh, to an 
extent, but also offered a somewhat different version of the 
shooting on Warren Street. 
Koenig said he was notified almost immediately after the 
incident. The story was that the dog warden had been called 
to the area to answer complaints about a pack of dogs. He 
got there and found that the pack had attacked a dog and 
mauled it to the point where the dog warden had to put it 
out of its misery. The first shot apparently brought down 
the dog; the second one killed it. Koenig indicated that the 
dog warden had orders to use his pistol only in such cases. 
Koenig said he’s agreeable to getting uniforms for the dog 
wardens, similar to what the city hall janitorial staff and 
Department of Public Works employes wear. 
He says he also thinks Sinsabaugh’s proposal for a city 
truck for the dog wardens "has a good deal of merit. I think 
it’s a good idea." 
Koenig did not agree that the city is no better off now than 
when it started, as Sinsabaugh suggests. He noted that the 
city has purchased walkie-talkie sets so that the dog wardens 
are in constant contact with police headquarters. 
Koenig promised to continue to try to improve the 
situation.

The Freeman learned today 
that the board has hired an 
interim shelter manager to 
replace Alan Kane who was 
fired on Monday for alleged 
insubordination.

Robinson, a former biology 
teacher at Saugerties High 
School, said he expects to be 
on the job for about two 
weeks, or until the board 
hires a permanent director. 
Robinson 
holds a master’s 
degree in biology and current­ 
ly is self-employed as a lec­ 
turer on birds of prey. He also 
works as a nature photogra­ 
pher. He was hired Tuesday. 
Contrary 
to previous re­ 
ports, the shelter was open on 
Wednesday and according to 
R o b in s o n , six or sev en 
animals were adopted (by the 
public) yesterday. Robinson 
also said that the regular staff 
is still on the job; there have 
been no (additional) firings or 
hirings. 
The "job action" started as

of 
disagreements 
between Kane and the board.

One more juror was seated today during the murder trial 
of Gerald McGivern and Charles Culhane, bringing to eight 
the number of jurors picked through more than three days 
of examination. 
Four more potential jurors were called into the First floor 
courtroom at the Ulster County Courthouse at 11 a.m. for 
examination by the prosecution and defense. 
Four men and four women have been seated as jurors in 
the case. A total of 12 regular jurors and four alternates will 
have to be sworn before opening statements begin in the 
third trial of the two men accused in the death of a 
Westchester County sheriffs deputy during an alleged 
escape attempt on the New York State Thruway in Plattekill 
in 1968. 
Of five jurors who were examined early today, two were 
challenged by the prosecution and two were challenged by 
the defense. 
Prosecuting the case are District Attorney Francis J. Vogt 
and First Assistant DA Michael Kavanagh. Defense a t­ 
torneys are Henry Rothblatt, representing Culhand, and 
Karen Peters,representing McGivern. 
Both Ms. Peters and Rothblatt examined the four jurors 
who were dismissed and the one who was seated today. The 


prosecution had questioned them on Wednesday. 
In a flamboyant style maintained throughout the ex­ 
amination of potential jurors which began on Monday, 
Rothblatt indicated one fo the main contentions at the trial 
from the defense’s point of view will be that some of 
theprosecution witnesses will be “ honestly mistaken, sincer­ 
ely mistaken” in the recollection of what happened six years 
ago. 
The First trial of the pair in 1970 ended in a hung jury. 
The second trial in 1971 ended in conviction, and both 
defendants were sentenced to death. However, the convic­ 
tion was later overturned due to technical irregularities in 
jury selection. 
Presiding in the trial is Schoharie County Judge Robert 
Ecker, assigned when Ulster County Judge Raymond J. 
Mino disqualiFied himself in 1973. 
Sixteen prosecution witnesses, including Joseph Singer, a 
former Westchester County sheriffs deputy who was present 
at the shootout, are expected to testify during the course ol 
the trial. It has beenpriviously stated during jury selection 
that the trial may last from three to four weeks. It is not 
known how many defense witnesses will be called or whether 
the two defendants will testify.

When tim es get bad, the 
crooks get bolder. 
A UPI survey around the 
c o u n t r y 
h a s t u r n e d 
u p 
statistics that show crimes 
against property, from bank 
robbing to shoplifting, are on 
the increase. 
M a n y 
a u t h o r i t i e s 
a re 
cautious in blaming the in­ 
crease 
in 
crime 
on 
the 
recession's spreading jobless­ 
ness. Others, such as New 
J e r s e y 
P u b l i c 
A d v o c a t e 
Stanley Van Ness, point out 
the obvious: 
“ There are some guys who 
just aren’t going to sit back 
quietly and starve to death.” 
And in the midst of the 
hardeved statistics are such 
stories of desperation as the 
19 -yearold T a k o m a Park, 
Md., mother with no previous 
arrest record who was picked 
up for stealing $3.26 in baby 
food and disposable diapers 
for her 9month-old son, I^ew- 
is. 
“ I took nothing for myself,” 
she told police. “ Lewis was 
hungry. 
I 
am 
unemployed 
and 
something had to be 
done.” 
A Miami police official of­ 
fered a novel scale of refer­ 
ence to the economic situ­ 
ation and crime: 


"Although it probably is 
not 
scientific, 
we 
recently 
surveyed the Dow Jones aver­ 
ages over a period along with 
the robbery rates,” he said. 
“ Somewhere 
they 
crossed, 
and as the Dow Jones went 
down, the robbery rate went 
up.” 
In Detroit, overall crime in 
January rose 27 .3 per cent 
higher than last year, with 
auto thefts, larceny, robbery 
and burglary accounting for 
the rise. 
In other major cities such as 
Miami, Boston, Chicago, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, D al­ 
las and New York, crimes 
involving financial gain are 
up. 
Said a New York City po­ 
lice official: "T h e conclusion 
is simple. You got more guys 
out of work, more guys with 
mouths to feed and nothing to 
feed them with. 
“ Take the construction in­ 
dustry (one of the hardest hit 
in 
the 
New 
York 
area). 
They’re known for hiring a lot 
of excons. Then these guys 
get laid off. Well, they just go 
back to what they were doing 
before....” 
The increase in thievery 
isa ’t confined to the city. 
Robbers and burglars are ze­ 


roing in on suburbs and rural 
areas. 
In Cobb County, an af­ 
fluent 
suburb 
of 
Atlanta, 
burglaries 
have jum ped so 
much that Police Capt. Troy 
Ballenger commented: “ If the 
trend keeps on going like it 
has already started this year, 
it’s going to be a bumper 
year.” 


Nashville’s Chief of Police 
Joe Casey reported that until 
recently most of the persons 
involved 
in 
robberies 
and 
home burglaries were stealing 
to support a narcotics habit. 


“ But in the people we’ve 
been 
apprehending 
lately, 
w e \e 
been 
getting 
more 
saying the reason they did it 
was it was that they were out 
of work,” Casey said. 


In 
Boston, 
the 
Jordan 
Marsh Co., the city’s largest 
retail department store, re­ 
ported a rise in shoplifting. 


“ So far this year, our re­ 
cords indicate there will be an 
increase 
month 
by 
month 
over 
197 4 , 
but 
we’re 
also 
catching 
more shoplifters,” 
said the company’s security 
chief, Walter Carley. 


A recent Federal Bureau of 


Prisons study indicates that 
there is a strong correlation 
between 
increases 
in 
un­ 
employment 
levels 
and 
in 
federal 
prison 
population, 
when the statistics are a d ­ 
justed for the 12 to 15 months 
that usual elapse between the 


commission of a crime and 
imprisonment. 
"T h e message is very clear 
—come 
197 6 , 
watch 
out, 
brother,” said Colin Frank, 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
of t he 
bureau’s Mental Health S er­ 
vices.

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Consumer Reports: 
Marijuana Smoking Not Proven Harmful 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Consumer Reports, the jour­ 
nal of Consumers Union, con­ 
cludes 
marijuana 
smoking 
has not been proven harmful 
to health because research 
findings of bad effects cannot 
be confirmed. 
The report, to be published 
in the March issue, was writ­ 
ten by Edward Brecher and 


the editors of Consumer Re­ 
ports. It concludes most ex­ 
periments which find adverse 
effects of marijuana are not 
borne out by independent du­ 
plication of the original proc­ 
esses. 
"O ut of all of these many 
studies a general pattern is 
beginning to emerge,” it said. 
“ When a research finding can 


be readily checked —either 
by repeating the experiment 
or by devising a better one — 
an allegation of adverse m ari­ 
juana 
effects 
is 
relatively 
short lived. 


"N o damage is found —and

At that time, Consumers 
Union suggested marijuana 
should be "regulated rather 
Hospital’s Emergency Rooms . . . 
A Lot of Strange Happenings 


CINCINNATI (UPI) — Busy hospital emergency room 
staffers can be callous, cold and even abusive, warns a 
psychiatrist. 
« 
"There are a lot of complaints about staffers and many 
are true," says Dr. Louis Spitz, who is trying to remedy the 
situation. 
Spitz says emergency room workers —often harried and 
strained by a lot of feverish activity —sometimes let their 
emotions spill into their work. 
"For exam ple," says Spitz, "an overdose patient —maybe 
a suicide attem pt —comes in and the usual procecure is to 
pump the stomach. 
"The staffer, who may figure this person has needlessly 
added to his work load, could find himself shoving a stomach 
pump tube down the patient with almost sadistic pleasure. 


"There are a lot of strange things happening at the same 
time in a very cramped space in the emergency room,” 
points out Spitz. " I ’ve heard staffers call it the zoo or the 
circus.” 


Making the emergency room less of a "zoo" is Spitz’ job. 
Funded with $27,000 from the National Institute of 
Mental Health, the assistant professor of psychiatry at the 
University of Cincinnati has set up a training program for 
the 245 Cincinnati General Hospital emergency room staf­ 
fers. 
Spitz says General Hospital is a good place to start. 
Handling 130,000 patients a year, the emergency room is the 
busiest in Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia and Kentucky, and 
one of the busiest in the nation.

The contract should be signed before the partner exchange 
vows to knock all that "starryeyed nonsense" out of 
marriage. 
"Couples should come to grips with reality before taking 
that final, fateful step," says Moss, who runs a marriage 
counseling and "personality development" center. 
“ The possibility of a couple remaining happily together 
is increased enormously if they’ve drawn up a well-con­ 
sidered marriage contract. 
“ 1 would certainly not marry without a contract setting 
out freedoms and responsibilities for both partners," said 
Moss, who is short, stout and in his late 40s. 
Moss also urges premartial psychological examinations to 
avoid marriages bound to turn out unhappily. 
"It is not being cynical but realistic," ne said. 
“ If you could see the marriages I have seen, day after day 
for years and years, you would realize the need for as many 
safeguards as possible." Moss believes marriage contracts — 
legally enforceable by a court of law —have become almost 
a necessity these days because many traditional views about 
marriage are no longer valid. 
"M any brides today have no intention of committing 
themselves to housework or childbearing, he said, "And 
many young men refuse to relinquish their freedom of 
movement and still want to enjoy pleasures with other 
women."

Pacts may cover almost any aspect of married life: 
Handling of money, division of property if the couple part, 
contraception, religion, drinking, extramarital affairs 
and 
in-laws. 
"In-laws who live in the same city should never be 
permitted to barge into a couple’s home whenever they 
want,” says Moss. "It should be by invitation only. 
A woman, worried by her husband-to-be s drinking habits, 
inserted a clause stating she would warn him only once at 
parties that he was imbibing too freely. 
If he paid no heed, she would go home alone. The husband 
then would have no right to enter the house for three days. 
When he did rejoin his wife, she was under an obligation 
not to mention the incident. 
In another contract, a husband assumed responsibility for 
taking the children to school every day. If he tailed to do 
so, he had to do the shopping—a job normally done by his 
wife. 
However, sex —especially the frequency of sexual relations 
— often forms a sensitive area when a contract is being 
considered. 
"Generally we try to reach a verbal agreement," Moss 
said. “ We don’t like to include such items in a written 
undertaking because it may have to be discussed openly in 
court one day. 
"Also, while a court will uphold a property agreement 
between man and wife, it is unlikely to enforce clauses 
governing sexual behavior.’

Flying a kite can be easy and safe if you follow a few rules, 
according to R.L. Lynch, Fleischmanns, manager for New 
York State Electric & Gas Corp. (N YSE&G ). 
With the coming of warm and windy weather, N YSE&G 
is distributing posters on kite-flying safety to all elementary 
schools in its service area, Lynch said. 
The posters outline 
the A-B-Cs of safe kite flying, 
including: 
• Always pick a clear field . . . away from trees and electric 
lines. 
• Be sure to fly your kite on a plain string . . . never use 
wire or cord with a metal strand. 
• Call N YSE& G if your kite gets caught on electric lines 
. . . never try to rescue it yourself. 
In addition, Lynch cautioned children to fly their kites in 
dry weather only. It is also dangerous to climb trees near 
electric lines or into substations, he said. 
The posters are part of the utility’s continuing effort to 
inform the public of possible risks associated with careless 
activities near electric and gas facilities. 
“ Ideally, kite flying should be done in large open fields 
with adult supervision,” Lynch said. 'We ask parents and 
teachers to remind children of the importance of safety and 
to explain the rules of safe kite flying.

Veeck-Gro up Ma y Buy Orio les 


A N N A PO LIS, Md. (U PI) - A group of 
investors headed by Bill Veeck —with a little 
help from the state —has the best chance of 
buying the Baltimore Orioles, according to 
Gov. Marvin Mandel. 
Mandel said Wednesday the Veeck group 
would keep the team in Baltimore and play 
11 of its home games in Washington D.C. 
“ Veeck wants to keep the team in Balti­ 
more —no ifs, ands or buts,” Mandel said. 
“ He wants to play 11 games in Washington, 
but he has no doubts he can make it in 
Baltimore." 
Mandel, who has entered negotiations to 
prevent sale of the team to buyers who would 
move the franchise away, said a proposed $4 
million loan financed through a state bond 
sale would enable Veeck to raise his offer to 
$12.5 million from the money saved through 
lower interest rates. 
The Veeck group, which includes baseball 
Hall of Famer Hank Greenberg and former 
baseball general manager Paul Richards, 
offered $12 million for the team last Novem­ 
ber. 
"The Veeck group remains the solid group 
with the money," the governor said. “ It’s the 
only group that’s got the money to buy the 
team.” 
Mandel said attorneys for Veeck and Ori­ 
oles Board Chairman Jerold C. Hoffberger 
pla nned to meet today to discuss the trans­ 
a ctio n. 


Mandel said Veeck’s offer has been the 
only one under consideration since last week 
when Hoffberger rejected a bid by former 
General Motors president E. Norman Cole, 
who planned to share the team to Washing­ 
ton with the American League’s blessing. 
“ 1 don’t know what the Cole offer was, I 
just know Jerry turned it down.” Mandel 
said. 


Mandel said he called baseball com­ 
missioner Bowie 
Kuhn last 
month and 
warned him the state would go to court if the 
American League tried to move the Orioles 
away. 
“ I told Kuhn that if the league was going 
to get involved in moving the team to 
Washington, they’d be involved in an anti­ 
trust suit,” Mandel said. 
He said Veeck has no intention of playing 
more than the token 11 games in Washing­ 
ton. t 


“ Veeck feels the worst kind of operation 
would be playing half their gameliin Wash­ 
ington. You don’t build up a following of fans 
that way,” Mandel said. 
Veeck, who 
has owned 
major league 
franchises in St. Louis, Cleveland and Chi­ 
cago, was part owner of the St. Louis 
Browns, which were sold for $2.4 million to 
a Maryland group, including Hoffberger, 
and then moved to Baltimore to start the 
1954 season.

Bella Outraged by Name in C IA File 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
discovered her name has been on file with the Central 
Intelligence Agency since 1953 and was outraged. CIA 
Director William Colby agreed some of the information there 
should not have been collected. 
Colby told the House Subcommittee on Government 
Information and Individual Rights Wednesday that three 
other members of Congress were in CIA files. Ms. Abzug 
released the partial file she received. It indicates the extent 
of the CIA’s information collecting. Her mail had apparently 
been opened. 
"To find me in your files is outrageous," said Ms. Abzug, 
her face flushed with anger. "I consider it an attack on me, 
and on the democratic society in which I was born. 
"I was somewhat appalled to discover that the CIA had 
followed me as far back as 1953 when my activity was as 
a lawyer." she said. She added she wrote Soviet officials 
several years ago to obtain copies of birth and marriage 
certificates in an estate settlement for a client who had 
relatives in Russia. 
"They opened my mail," she said, tapping the CIA file 
with her fingers. 
She said she represented a client before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee-more than 20 years ago. 
"You weren’t supposed to do that in those days. Those were 


tough days," she said. 
‘ 
She became angry when Colby said no CIA employes had 
been fired because of domestic spying. “ 1 hose same people 
who did these kinds of things are still there, is that right? 
Well, a lot of damage has been done. The problems you 
people have you have brought upon yourselves. 
“ Listen,” she said, “ let’s get this straight. Opening mail 
of a lawyer is illegal. 1 don’t think there’s any argument on 
that. If you have any argument, I want to hear it.” 
"This activity has been terminated,” Colby said, "and will 
not be resumed.” 
But he added: “ 1 agree there are certain things in your 
file that should not be there. But some of them are 
legitimate." 
“ Are you suggesting there is anything in my file reflecting 
improper activity?" She lunged across t(je table. 
“ No,” he replied. "W e were following the activities of 
certain organizations. We were not following your ac­ 
tivities." 
Colby said the agency kept files on four Congressmen, 
"including yourself, Mrs. Abzug.” 
"That means there are three left, right?" 
“ Well, one of them died," Colby said. He did not identify 
the others. 


OPEC Offers to Sta bilize Petro leum Prices 


A LG IERS (UPI) - The 
world’s major oil producing 
nations offered today to stabi­ 
lize petroleum prices if the 
Western industrial nations in 
return agree to tie the price to 
inflation. 
The 13 nations of the Or­ 
ganization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries in their 
final declaration also said the 
oil price stabilization would 
be linked to a "fundamental 
and urgent” reform of the 
world monetary system and a 
massive program by the West 
to modernize the Third 
World, nations now in the 
process of economic develop­ 
ment.
